Military Governors Re- 
assure Sessions After 
5 Months to Consider 
Directives Which May 
End Blockade.

BERLIN, Aug. 31 (AP)—The 
four Allied military governors of 
Germany met today for the 
first time in five months in an ef- 
fort to bring an East-West agree- |; 
ment out of the month-long nego- 
tiations of Western representa- 
tives at Moscow. 

A two-line communique issued 
later said only that the governors 
met for an hour and would meet 
again, 

Before they met, the State De- 
partment in Washington said they 
would discuss measures to lift the 
Soviet blockade of Berlin and to 


solve the dispute over rival Rus- 
sian and western marks circulat-| * 
ing in the German _ capital. 
Department Press Officer Michael 
McDermott told a news conference 
the governors would consider 
“certain technical questions in- 
volved in the restoration of com- 
munications.” 

Advisers Accompany Chiefs. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay of the 
United States, Marshal Vassily 
Sokolovsky of Russia, Gen, Sir 
Brian Robertson of Britain and 
Gen. Pierre Koenig of France met 
at the Allied Control Council 
building. It was the first such 
meeting since the Russians 
walked out of the council in 
March. A host of close military,

accompanied the military govern- 
ors. 

The meeting grew directly from 
nine diplomatic conferences in the 
Kremlin of Western diplomats 
with Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov and Prime Minister Jo 
seph Stalin. Members of the 
control council secretariat em- 
phasized, however, that the gov- 
ernors met as “a special committee 
under special instructions from 
their respective governments 
rather than as member of the Al- 
lied Control Council.” 

Francois Seydoux, special 
French political adviser at the 
Moscow talks, arrived with di- 
rectives for the military govern- 
ors, The directives center around 
the question of using the Soviet- 
controlled East German currency 
in Berlin as the only money for 
Berlin, circulating under four- 
power supervision, This is the 
technical question on which the 
Russians began their blockade 
more than two months ago. 

Prelude to Wider Discussions. 

On a bigger issue, Russia also 
sought a new Big Four foreign 
ministers conference on Germany, 
but the West refused such a con- 


Berlin blockade. The negotiations 
in Moscow thus far have failed to 
iron out a satisfactory (and face- 
saving) device by which the West 
might agree to a conference and 
the Russians to lift their block- 
ace. . 

(In Moscow, a competent author- 
ity said the’current meetings in 
Berlin and Moscow may lead to 
top-level discussion of the whole 
German question, probably during 
the United Nations meetings in 
Paris, if all goes well.) 

If agreement is reached here, it 
will be sent back to Moscow for 
confirmation and incorporation in 
any wider decisions which might 
be announced in a final commu-

Cheers Greet Veterans 


Along Way; Spectators 


Stand 4 to 10 Deep on 
Sidewalks. 


Planes roared overhead, bands 
blared and showers of paper fell 
from office buildings as the long, 
colorful parade of the Veterans 
of Forelgn Wars moved over a 
24-block route downtown this 
afternoon. 

The parade did not get under 
way until 1:30 p.m., a half hour 
because the 
V.F.W.’s business session in the 
morning ran overtime. 

Crowds, four to six persons deep, 
lined the sidewalks as the parade 
began. Office workers crowded 
to windows. ‘The sun shone from 
a cloudless sky on the estimated 
20,000 marchers, 100 bands and 
numerous floats. 

Flag bearers had some diffi- 
culty because of a stiff breeze. 

A few minutes before the pa- 
rade started from Eighteenth and 
Locust streets, an automobile with 
a loud-speaker went along the 
route advising spectators to move 
back on the sidewalks. 

Crowd Grows Denser. 

The crowd grew denser as the 
parade continued along the line 
of march down Locust to Sixth 
street. On two sides of Famous- 
Barr, it was eight to 10 persons 
deep. In places where high build- 
ings failed to stop the glare of 
the sun, there was jockeying for 
positions in the shade. 

At 2 o’clock there was a 10- 
minute break in the parade as the 
fifth and sixth divisions, com- 
prising delegations from 10 states, 
took less time to pass a given 
point on the line of march than 
anticipated. The seventh division, 
scheduled to follow immediately 
behind the sixth, did not leave 
Garrison avenue, where it had 
formed, until its regular sched- 
uled time because word was not 
sent that the last of the sixth 
division had already passed. An- 
other 10-minute break between 
the Indiana and Kansas conting- 
ents occurred 45 minutes later. 

The crowd was orderly, cheering 
and passing pleasantries with the 
marchers. There was little of the 
horseplay that characterized last 
night’s activities of the V.F.W. 
delegates.

CROWD ROUGHS UP 
WALLACE; EGGS 


Jeers Prevent Effort to 
Speak in Charlotte, N.C. 
—3 Charged With Dis- 
orderly Conduct. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Aug. 31 
(UP)—More raw eggs and ripe to- 


matoes were thrown at Henry A. 
Wallace here today, and the Pro- 
gressive party presidential candi- 
date was roughed up ‘when he 
stepped into a jeering throng of 

persons. Three men were 
arrested and charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. 

Wallace arrived here to find a 
crowd already waiting in front of 
Mecklenburg county courthouse. 
His jaw was set as he pushed his 
way from his automobile. A roar 
went up and about a dozen eggs 
and tomatoes were hurled. Wal- 
lace was not hit, but several of 
his associates were struck. 

Crowd Closes In, 

The,.crowd closed in on Wallace, 
and several persons pushed and 
shoved him before a police squad 
cleared a path to a spot near a 
monument. 

For 15 minutes Wallace made 
an effort to be heard but it was 
no use. Jeers and catcalls drowned 
him out. 

Finally, Wallace pointed to the 
monument—dedicated to a local 
belief that Mecklenburg county 
declared its independence from 
England in 1775, a year before 
the rest of the colonies fell in line’ 
with the idea. 

“If you don’t believe in the 
principles of that monument, there 
is no need for me to talk to you,” 
Wallace shouted. 

After a second fruitless attempt 
to make himself heard Wallace 
re-entered his car and was driven 
away. 

As the campaign party in 15 
automobiles drove from Charlotte 
to Hickory it was pelted at New- 
ton with potatoes. At Hickory, 
several policemen accompanied 
the nominee as he stepped from 
his machine in Union Square and 
strode to a loud speaker. 

Supporters in the crowd of 
1500 were singing “The Star 
Spangled Banner” but a tumult of 
booing drowned the song. 

Another shower of tomatoes and 
eggs began when Wallace said:

The 25-year-old men who were 
unable to register for Selective 
Service in the 11 city registration 
centers yesterday will have an 
opportunity to do so today and 
tomorrow, along with all men 
Service 
headquarters here announced to- 
day. 

The first day of registration for 
the peacetime draft yesterday was 
marked by some confusion, Ppar- 
ticularly on the part of registrants 
as to which center to report to. 
Registrars also were unfamiliar 
with the routine but were ex- 
pected to function more smoothly 
today. 

Another handicap was the fact 
that city centers, located in public 
schoo] buildings, were required 
by the Board of Education to 
close promptly at 5 p.m, when 
the custodians’ regular hours 
ended, Ags a consequence, as 
many as 300 men were left wait- 
ing in line at 5 p.m. in city 
centers, Andrew J. Werner, chief 
clerk of the city boards estimated. 
- This condition has been cor- 
rected as the result of a confer- 
ence with Board of Education 
officials, Werner reported. Hence- 


Complaints Over Lines, 


Many registrants, among them 
former service men, complained 
bitterly of the necessity of losing 
work time to register. Other com- 
plaints had to do with the long 
time spent in line. Werner agreed 
that the clerks had been- unable 
to hire enough registrars but said 
efforts to enlist more workers 
were continuing and expressed the 
hope enough could be hired to 
speed the work up materially, 


About 2000 men were registered 
yesterday by city boards, Werner 
. This was only about two- 
thirds of his previous estimate; 
but he expected the tota} number 
of 25-years-olds to approach 2700 
when all have been enrolled today 
and tomorrow. 

In St. Louis county, the three 
registration centers reported 835 
men enrolled. Some county boards 
remained open after 5 p.m, to ac- 
commodate men in line, the board 
in the Affton fire station, 9510 
Gravois road, being busy until 
7 p.m, 

Figures for other cities in 
the United Statcs included 16,232 
in New York City, 4000 in Phila- 
delphia, 10,000 to 12,000 in Cook 
county (Chicago), 1215 in Denver 
and about. 14,000 in Los Angeles 
county. ; 

East St. Louis Selective Service 
officials reported none of the 
clerks assigned to the center at 
418 Collinsville avenue appeared 
yesterday. Men waiting to enroll 
there were sent to another board 
at 507 Missouri avenue. The same 
procedure wag followed today. 

Most of the 25-year-olds (those 
born in 1922 after Aug. 30) who 
registered yesterday and the 24- 
year-olds registering today and 
tomorrow are expected to be ex- 
empt because of previous service 
or dependency ratings. The bulk 
of future draftees will probably 
come from the 22 and 23 year old 
groups registering later this week, 
Selective Service officials said. 

First Induction. Call. 

The Army announced its first 
call yesterday, asking for in- 
duction of 10,000 men in Novem- 
ber. It is expected to ask for an- 
other 10,000 in December with 
subsequent requests stepping up 
the number to about 30,000 a 
month. 

Before any current registrants 
can be inducted, they must first 
be classified on the basis of 
lengthy questionnaires which local 
draft boards will start mailing as 
soon as possible. 

Men not exempt will be given 
pre-induction examinations and 
then will be sent home to await 
notification from their draft boards. 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal has 
announced that registrants will 
have a mimimum of 21 days to 
permit adjustment of personal af- 
fairs between notification that 
they have passed pre-induction ex- 
aminations and their actual entry 
into the Army. 

After being inducted, each 
draftee will go to the training 
center nearest his induction sta- 
tion. He may receive basic train- 
ing with combat units in the 
United States or he may spend 
eight weeks at the training cen- 
ter. After basic training, the in- 
ductees will go to service or com- 
bat units either in the United 

tes or overseas, or to schools, 
draft officials said.

About half the Assembly, rang- 
ing from Socialists to moderate 
rightists, applauded him. General 
opinion was that he would get 
about 330 votes, 20 more than he 
needs for a mandate to form 
France's thirteenth government in 
four years. 

Schuman agreed last night to 
form. another middle-of-the-road 
government if he got the neces- 
sary vote of confidence. He is 
leader of the Popular Republican 
| party. 
| The 61-year-old former Premier 
i'told a crowded Assembly that his 
government would answer work- 
ers’ growing demands for wage 
increases by cutting prices rather 
than granting nominal pay boosts. 

Says Liberty Is at Stake. 

“Liberated France is throwing 
away its liberty,” he said. “That 
is what is at stake. Saving the 
franc means saving our liberty. 
There {ts no more urgent task 
than that. 

“The situation justifies grave 
fears, but we must not either 
underestimate our difficulties nor 
exaggerate them.” 

He warned that an additional 
80 billion francs would have to 
be squeezed from French taxpay- 
ers before the end of the year 
because of the country's huge 
deficit. 

He said French industrial pro- 
duction still is only 92 per cent 
of 1939 and agricultural produc- 
tion also is lagging behind pre- 
war output. A major effort is 
needed to increase output and put 
French economy back on its feet, 
he said.

Delegates to the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars encampment turned 
from their high jinks this morn- 
ing to hear a serious discussion of 
eterans’ problems by Carl R. 
Gray Jr., Veterans’ Administrator. 


Gray, in today’s principal talk,|to the Cocks-Danuiels Post of\ 


said the time had arrived when 
gains by the veterans in the post- 
war period should be “solidified 
and made permanent.” 

He told the delegates it was im- 
portant that the “long-run wel- 
fare” of the veteran receive more 
consideration. The assistance of 
such ons as the V.F.W. 
should be intensified, he said, as 
veterans begin’ exhausting their 
éducational and unemployment 
eqampensations «znd other benefits. 
¥ Jobs and Housing. 
~“Employment readjustment of 
veterans is not yet complete,” 
Gray said. “More than 2,500,000 
veterans are still in school or tak- 
ing on-the-job training. They will 
need jobs when their education 
and training have been com- 
pieted. 

“There are 100,000 physically- 
disabled veterans still seeking 
work of some sort. 

“Housing is another field—one 
in which the Veterans Administra- 
tion has little authority or respon- 
sibility—but it continues to be a 
most urgent problem for vet- 
erans.” 

Gray described the VA’s medical 
program as “second to none,” but 
he said it was hampered by a 
serious shortage of physicians, 
dentists, nurses and technicians in 
the organization’s hospitals. 

“We will be unable to staff new 
hospitals without additional pro- 
fessional personnel,” he added. 

A shortage of stenographers and 
typists also exists in the VA, not 
because Congress has failed to 
give a sufficient appropriation for 
personne], but because persons 
cannot be found to fill the jobs, 
the speaker said. 

Gray’s Suggestions. 

Gray listed the following meth- 
ods in which organizations like 
the V.F.W. can help veterans: 

Assist in obtaining jobs. 

Encourage employers to start 
on-the-job training programs. 

x Locate places for the veteran to 
ive. 

Provide information and advice 
on veterans benefits. 

Continue services to hospitalized 
veterans. 

Help the VA in finding adequate 
medical personnel and clerical em- 
ployes. 

Resolutions Adopted.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
A spokesman for broadcasters 
told a congressional committee 
today a recent FCC decision in 
a case involving atheistic pro- 
grams constitues “thought police.” 

The witness was Don Petty, gen- 
eral council for the National 
Association of Broadcasters. He 
testified before a special House 
committee investigating the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
decision. 

The FCC ruling which Petty 
criticized as unconstitutional was 


issued in 1946 at the request of. 


Robert Harold Scott of Palo Alto, 
Calif. Scott had demanded that 
licenses of several radio stations 
be revoked because they refused 
to grant him time to argue against 
the existence of God. 

The FCC rejected Scott’s re- 
quest but the wording of its rul- 
ing left doubt in the minds of 
broadcasters over their future 
policy. 

Doubts Authority for Decision. 

Petty told the committee, headed 
by Representative Harnes (Rep.) 
Indiana, that the FCC had no 
authority for its decision. In 
addition to constituting “thought 
police,” he_ said, 
amounts to “program control” and 
“clearly indicated that stations 
Which broadcast religious pro- 


grams should also give time to | 


atheist broadcasts.” 


He argued that the decision | 


violates the First amendment to 
the Constitution which guarantees 
free speech and a free press. 
effect, he said, is to tell a radio 
station operator that he can’t 
broadcast a religious program 
without giving time to atheists to 
present their case. 

Harness stated as the hearing 


began that the main issue ise the | 


right of the FCC to enter the field 
of religious broadcasts. 

The first witness was Frank 
Roberson, Washington and Missis- 
sippi attorney and former acting 
general council of the FCC. 

He said the Scott decision “de- 
pressed me terrible” and had a 
“terribly unfortunate” effect. 

As a result of it, he said, many 
broadcasters have concluded they 
have to arrange time for atheists, 
each time they put on a religious 


broadcast, 
Example of Coufusion. 

As typical of the confusion in 
the industry, he said, Station 

at Nampa, Idaho, asked 
hif ro a legal ruling on the sub- 
‘Ject. He said he told the station 
it did not have to give time to 
atheists. 

The program an atheist wanted 
to boardcast over KFXD, Rober- 
con said, “made light of God and 
Jesus” and was “shocking.” 

Roberston said he does not be- 
lieve the nation’s founders de- 
sired to “protect the people who 
have no religion at all.” 

Atheistic programs, Roberson 
said, could “do untold harm to 
people in the ‘teen ages.” 

Earl win, a radio commen- 
tator, said broadcasting of atheis- 
tic programs, “would tend to un- 
dermine the morality and the 
morale and the faith and the 
strength of a coming generation.” 

Religion, Godwin commented, 
“is not the opiate of the people 
but the strength of the people.” 
He said “it is high time that the 
American people stood up for the 
thing that has made them strong.” 

Petty, Roberson and Gcedwin 
took the customary “so help me 
God” oath before they testified. 

Smith Does Not Take Oath. 

Charles Smith, ready to testify 
this afternoon, did not take the 
oath. As head of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Atheism, Inc., Smith affirmed 
that his testimony would be the 
truth, without reference to God. 

In the Scott decision the com- 
mission said: “Freedom of relig- 
jous belief necessarily carries 
with it freedom to disbelieve, and 
freedom of speech means freedom 
to express disbeliefs as well as 
beliefs.” 

As a result of that ruling, one 
ef the stations involved gave 
Scott 30 minutes, normally as- 
signed to a religious broadcast, 
for a program “An _ Atheist 
Speaks.” 

More recently the FCC said it 
“has never stated or indicated” 
that atheists are entitled to radio 
time to reply to religious broad- 
casts.

Hitler Took a Dislike to Pastor, Insisted 
He Stay Out of Politics, Which Clergy- 
man Refused — Goering Doubted Au- 
thenticity of Fuehrer’s Last Testament.

T has often been reported that there was much jealousy and 


backbiting among Nazi leaders.

Goering had few good words to say for any of them. In all the 


long conversations I held with him day after da

he spoke well—the pre-Nazi Foreign Minister who continued to serve 
the Third Reich after Hitler came to power, Baron von Neurath. 


After Von Neurath had testified 
in his defense at the trial, Goer- 
ing remarked: 

“Yon Neurath spoke far better 
and: with more firmness during 
the cross-examination than when 
his own counsel questioned him. 
He’s a Swabian. (Native of 


Schwaben, part of southern Ba- 
varia, He’s quiet as long as he’s 
left alone, but when he’s attacked, 
a Swabian comes out with both 
fists swinging and fights. “He’s 
rather old and I have to admit, 
of course, that he can’t defend 
Nazi ideology, but he did defend 
his point of view as a good Ger- 
man with all his strength.” 

The closest Goering came to ap- 
proving of any of the other de- 
fendants was-in comparing their 
conduct at the trial with that of 
their fellows, most of whom dis- 
gusted him by their tactics of 
accusing one another. 

“I find it depressing,” he said 

me. “Not because I have 
been personally attacked by one 
or another of these men, but it 
is humiliating to me as a Ger- 
man when they lose their 
strength and poise completely. 

“So far only three of them 
have behaved courageously and 
as 1 expected—Hess, Funk (Dr. 
Walter Funk, head of Economic 
Affairs in Hitler’s cabinet) and 
Doenitz (Grand Adm. Karl 
Doenitz) and Hess unfortunately 
is no longer in full possession of 
his mental powers: 

It hurts me especially that 
Raeder (Adm. Erich Raeder, 
commander in chief of the Ger- 
man Navy) made his successor, 
Doenitz, so ridiculous.” 

Raeder accused Goering of 
vanity, dishonesty, and bootlicking. 

Albert Speer, architect and pro- 
duction adviser to Hitler, also 
called Goering a corrupt politi- 
cian, who had enriched himself 
enormously, an addict of mor- 
phine, and a man of boundless 
laziness. 

“Speer says those things only 
to whitewash himself,” Goering 
said furiously, “He was and still 
is a traitor.” 

Besides the mutual accusations 
of the defendants, Goering com- 
plained of the craven attitude 
some of them shdwed in prison. 
He was particularly irritated when 
the men who had persecuted the 
church and had hailed Hitler as 
their new god took to praying for 
deliverance from the plight to 
which their deeds had led them. 

“They’re all in a blue funk,” 
Goering said contemptuously. 
“How can you ulderstand a 
man like Frank, (Dr. Hans 
Frank, governor general of 
Nazi-occupied Poland) who or- 
dered thousands of executions 
in cold blood and who said, 
‘Take away your Jesus, we've 
found a messiah of our own 
faith,’ failing to stick by his Con- 
victions? 

“Generally speaking, the weak- 
est people now are the highest 
S.S. leaders, who were directly 
responsible for most of the hor- 
rors the trial has brought to 
light. They throw themselves on 
their knees in their cells and 
pray! And they used to be so 
proud of their slogan, ‘Our 
honor is our loyalty.’! Those are 
the miserable wretches who for 
years led the best part of our 
German youth! I can’t get over 
it! It makes me feel like throw- 
ing up!” 

He expressed similar scorn for 
' religious ideas one day when the 
interview room was filled with 
lawyers and their clients, all talk- 
ing loudly. By chance everyone 
stopped talking at the same time 
except Alfred Rosenberg, in un 
adjoining booth. He was arguing 
with his counsel about the mean- 
ing of his lofty scholastic philoso- 


y . 
“Listen to the evangelist,” Goer- 
ing snorted. 
“An Old Pussyfoot.” 


Of Count von Weizsaecker, sec- 
retary of the German Foreign 
Ministry both before and during 
the Hitler regime, Goering said, 
“He was always an old pussy- 
foot.” 

He considered Martin Bormann, 
who succeeded Hess as head of 
the Nazi party and Hitler’s right 
hand man, as Hitler’s evil genius. 
When Goering learned that no 
witnesses could be found to testi- 
fy in Bormann’s defense (in ab- 
sentia, for Bormann has never 
been found), Goering exclaimed: 
“Why? He had girl secretaries!” 

“Not one of them wants to 
testify on his behalf,” he was told. 
“They all hate him.” 

“You see!” Goering cried tri- 
umphantly, “Even his secretaries 
hate him. I was right not to 
bother about Bormann in the 
plans I made in the event of an 
untimely death of Hitler. Bor- 
mann’s staff would have killed 
him before I had given the order 
to remove him.” 

Goering Aloubted the authen- 
ticity of the document published 
Dee, 30, 1945, as Hitler’s last will 
and testment. — 

“I don’t believe it’s his,” he 
said. “It's too much like | 


ished nobleman. He paid him 
70,000 reichmarks for it, or 
rather. he didn’t pay him—he 
failed to turn over all of the 

sum, So the nobleman sued him 
and only then did Ribbentrop 
settle up. The Minister of Jus- 
tice, who had the record of the 
case in his files, found it most 
embarrassing. He wanted to 
turn it over to me. ‘No, thank 
you,’ I said, ‘I have,too many 
compromising documents about 
other people in my safe al- 
ready’.” 

Goering was severely critical of 
Ribbentrop’s conduct. He com- 
plained that during a part of Rib- 
bentrop’s testimony which was 
vital for himself, Ribbontrop 
“made such a terribly boring 
speech that I fell asleep.” Ribben- 
trop answered questions, Goering 
commented acidly, “like a me- 
chanical piano. You put in your 
nickel and get one of the five 
pieces on the roll. After you’ve 
put in five nickels, the possibilities 
are exhausted.” 


Critical of Ribbentrop. 


He reported with relish what 
Hitler had said to him one day 
when Goering complained about 
the length of the letters Ribben- 
trop wrote to him: “He writes to 
me at great length, too. Do what 
I do. I simply throw them into 
the waste-basket.”

Goering paused a moment and 
smiled.

Goering dictated to me his ver- 
sion of some of the world-shaking 
events which marked the Nazi 
regime. On the first of these, the 
Reichstag fire, which occurred 
less than a month after Hitler be- 
came Chancellor, Goering con- 
sistently denied that he had been 
involved in the burning of the 
Reichstag in order to provide a 
pretext for the arrest of Commun- 
ists which followed it. 

“The lists of Communists who 
were arrested after the fire had 
been drawn up weeks earlier,” he 
said. “We were going to render 
them harmless anyway. 

“Why, after the fire I had to 
give up my beautiful Kroll Opera 
House for Reichstag meetings! I 
had just started to rebuild and re- 
decorate it. The opera was much 
closer to my heart than the whole 
Reichstag had ever been!” 

Yet Goering did not want one 
of his former subordinates in 
Prussia, a certain Herr Diehls, to 
be called as a witness for him in 
connection with the fire.

Throw Country Into Russian Grip, 
Handicap Fight on Reds in Asia 


Strategically, Okinawa Is the Stronger Mili- 
tary Position, but Psychologically, the 
Move Would Have a Disastrous Effect in 
China, Burma, Malaya and Indochina.

Superficially, the decision is in 
order. Under the United Nations 
settlement, the United States and 
the Soviet Union are to withdrdw 
their troops from their Korean 
zones within 90 days of the estab- 
lishment of working governments 
in each zone. 

But, in fact, both the recent.de- 
cision of the National Security 
Council and the American man- 
agement of the Korean problem in 
the U.N., were the result of a de- 
bate among the strategists and 
planners over whether Korea was 
worth holding at all. 

The National Security Council 
consists of President Truman, the 
Secretaries of Defense, State, 
Army, Navy, the Air Force, and 
the head of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board. 

The conclusion that Korea was 
not worth holding was reached on 
three grounds. The occupation 
costs in the American zone of 
Korea amount to between $200,- 
000,000 and $300,000,000 a year. The 
Army can ill afford the 24,000 
troops now on garrison duty in 
Korea. And from the standpoint 
of straight military strategy, Oki- 
nawa and the Japanese islands 
are positions of equal, if not 
greater, value, 

These are practical considera- 
tions of high importance, 

They are not very frankly ad- 
mitted, however. A good many of 
the responsible policy-makers even 
speciously argue that perhaps the 
South Korea regime of Dr, Syng- 
man Rhee will be able to main- 
tain its independence after all. 
Certain measures to this end are 
being taken. Before the final evac- 
uation, for example, the American 
garrison will recruit and train a 
South Korean constabulary of 
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the press from the catalogue of 
the Nazi party, which was being 
printed at the time, while . the 
number may have reached 1000.)

But the facts show that these 
measures are mere gestures, which 


one suspects are primarily de- 
signed to save face. The South 
Korean government is relatively 
feeble and troubled by a serious 
problem of Communist infiltration. 

In North Korea, the Soviets 
have set up an efficient puppet 
regime. This regime has at its 
disposal no mere constabulary, but 
a full-dress army variously esti- 
mated to number from 60, to 
250,000 men. The best guess is 
that the North Korean forces 
actually total 125,000. 


Furthermore, as the expense of 
our occupation indicates, South 
Korea is not economically self- 
sustaining. The South Koreans 
cannot hope to feed themselves. 
With the exception of one small 
power plant, their entire power 
supply comes from North Korea. 


Obviously no government can 
sustain itself against a strong 
rival government which controls 
the main food resources, owns the 
power plants, and possesses three 
times more military force. After 
the American evacuation, the 
Kremlin can take South Korea if 
and when it chooses, without mov- 
ing a single Russian soldier. 

Then, if one digs deeper into 
the background of the Korean de- 
cision, another significant group 
of facts emerges. 

The American abandonment of 
Korea will have an immediate, 
disastrous psychological and po- 
litical effect on all the forces of 
resistance to Communist expan-

totals—$6,745,000,000 for the states | 
and $5,797,000,000 for the local] 
governments. This upward trend 
has continued since then. 


In addition to taxes, the three 
government levels picked up $2,- 
500,000,000 from fees for services 
of various kinds, making their 
total general revenue $52,100,000,- 
000 for fiscal 1947, 

That also was below the $55,- 
000,000,000 record of 1945, al- 
though it was $1,100,000,000 higher 
than the 1946 figure. It was 116 
per cent higher than the 1942 
total, 

Individual income taxes provid- 
ed 35 per cent of all governmental 
revenue in 1947, yielding $18,300,- 
000,000 or $127 a person on the 
average. 

Next in importance were taxes 
on sales and gross receipts (in- 


cluding federal excise taxes and 
customs duties), which amounted 
to $11,300,000,000, or $79 per per- 
son. They accounted for 22 per 
cent of total governmental reve- 
nue. 

Corporation income taxes ac- 
counted for 17 per cent, property 
taxes 11 per cent, and all other 
taxes accounted for another 10 
per cent. Five per cent of all gov- 
ernmental revenue came from the

‘Persist on Course

E lost a valuable advantage when we failed to insist that 


France join in the Potsdam negotiations. 


We have continued 


subsequently to deprive ourselves of the same asset by our 
frequent refusals to heed French advice when we formulated our 
policies toward Germany and Russia. 


For France remains the key to 
Europe, and, notwithstanding its 
occasional aberrations, its Euro- 


pean policy has long been more 
realistic and constructive than 
that of any other power. 

After the first World War the 
English-speaking peoples spurned 
the course that France urged on 
them as the only way to spare 
Europe a renewed German ag- 
gression. In 1939 they learned to 
their cost how accurate France’s 
estimate had been. +: 

Yet since the end of the second 
World War Britain and the Unit- 
ed States have again demon- 
strated a consistent belief in their 
own superior wisdom, 

Moscow Talks Are Cited. 

Fortunately France has _ not 
abandoned its efforts. When the 
Berlin crisis arose, the measures 
proposed by the American Mili- 
tary Government would probably 
have been disastrous. It was be- 
cause of French insistence that 
the military viewpoint was super- 
seded by that of experienced 
statesmanship, *The Moscow nego- 
tiations were thereby rendered 
possible. 

The French Government has 
now taken two further initiatives. 

On Aug. 18 the French Cabinet 
invited Britain and the Benelux 
nations to join this autumn in a 
preparatory conference in Brus- 
sels to draft a project for a Euro- 
pean parliament, as the first step 
in the creation of a United States 
of Western Europe, composed of 
the 16 Marshall plan _ nations, 
Western Germany and the Free 
Territory of Trieste. 

Throughout western Europe 
there is general support for the 
proposal. British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin, with his 
strange addiction to policies of 
utter sterility, has persuaded 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee to 
voice. the official] disapproval of 
the British Government, yet 
majority of the Conservatives 
and Socialists, as well as British 
public opinién as a whole, seem 


to favor a European federation. 

Here there is little interest in a 
development that would help to 
preserve world peace, speed Eu- 
ropean reconstruction and impede 
Soviet expansion. 

Step to Restoring Balance. 
establishment of this 
larger European unit would rein- 
force the United Nations. It would 
restore the balance which Europe 
so sorely needs. It would lessen 
the danger of a Soviet domination 
of the German people. The wider 
markets thus afforded would 
stimulate mass production. 

Some members of the Con- 
gress, like Senator Fulbright, and 
a few newspapers, like the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch have had the 
vision to lead in a campaign to 
prove that the United States in 
its own interest should take posi- 
tive action to further the proj- 
ect; but, apart from lip service, 
this government has so far shown 
no signs of having any policy. 

In a further initiative the 
French Government has suggested 
that a committee representing the 
Marshall plan countries meet at 
Geneva with delegates of the 
eastern European nations to find 
a way to’ resume trade between 
eastern and western Europe. Rus- 
sia’s satellites cannot procure 
from the Soviet Union the heavy 
goods they so desperately need. 
They can only obtain them from 
the West. 

Our Congress opposes the export 
to eastern Europe of industrial 
equipment from countries accepting 
European Recovery Program aid. 
Moscow has so far forbidden any 
East-West trade that would help 
the recovery of western Europe,

Push Buttons Won't Do 


The Air Foree announced last Friday that its 
new jet dive bomber can swoop.in on a target at 
more than 500 miles an hour and drop two 1000- 
pound bombs within a 50-foot circle. It pointed 
to other ways in which this plane was better 
than the dive bombers of World War II. On the 
following day, in a rather nebulous story, the 
Navy announced that rocketborne instruments of 
the future may reveal secrets of atomic activity 


. going on 600 miles up in the sky. Yesterday, 


Gen. Omar N. Bradley, Army chief of staff, said 
here in St. Louis that the United States has no 
choice but to keep more than 1} 000,000 men 


under arms. 


What the reader of those three news stories . 


gets out of them devends a lot on whether he 
has been keeping up with military affairs and 
also somewhat on whether he is an optimist, a 
pessimist or a person with a fairly balanced 
viewpoint. No doubt some optimists with 
sketchy knowledge of military matters will de- 
cide that the Air Force is able to defeat any 
enemy with ease and adroitness, that the Navy 
is about to develop some kind of super-atomic 
weapon concerned with the stratosphere, and 
that there really isn’t much for the foot soldier 
to do. . 

It ig easier—and decidedly more pleasant—to 


paint a rosy picture of the unpredictable future 


than to study carefully the picture of the visible 
present.. The picture of war as it would be to- 
morrow is a grim one remindful of World War 
II. If war came tomorrow there would be no 
buttons for that much dreamed of “push button 
warfare,” no atomic missiles to span the oceans, 
no cloud of germs to sicken the enemy over- 
night, no huge stock of atomic bombs, no fleet 
of big bombers capable of sustained bombings 
at great distance. Our industry and civilian 
populace and the enemy’s industry and civilian 
populace might be dealt terrible blows from the 
air but the foot soldier still would have to go 
in with artillery, tanks and bayonets. 

Research work is being carried on industri- 
ously in this nation. The technological revolu- 
tion in war has only started. It is conceivable 
that the limitations that restrict air power today 
may be eliminated next week. ‘There is the re- 
mote but still possible chance that some major 
development in the guided missile field might 
come very much quicker than expected. 

But until new weapons are tested and in hand, 
men must be drafted and trained to use the old 
ones. Neither dreams of push button warfare 
nor visions of a United Nations converting all 
peoples to peace should cause this nation to Jose 
its grip on the present. 
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That Vegetarian Row 

Though George Bernard Shaw is fabled as * 
vegetarian, the American Vegetarian party finds 
him wanting. He took some liver injections 10 
years ago. He says they nearly killed him and 
he quit, but this does not placate Symon Gould, 
the Vegetarian nominee for Vice Presfdent. 

Shaw’s reply to his charges, says Mr. Gould, is 
“the usual Shavian quibbling. He has the ef- 
frontery to say that on occasion vegetarians take 
cod liver oil. That is absolutely an affront to 
all vegetarians because we oppose the killing of 
fish and the eating of dead animals in any 
form.” ‘ 

It is not for outsiders to decide the doctrinal 
disputes between party-line Vegetarianism and 
its Titos, but we do wonder what would happen 


_ if they went whole hog—beg pardon, whole spin- 


ach—after their scruples. Is it right to kill a 
plant? 

The line between the plant and animal king- 
doms is no longer as clear as it once was. Meat- 
eating plants, like the fly-catchers, have long 
been known. Some organisms seem to be miss- 
ing links between plant and animal. Recent ex- 
periments indicate that vegetables may have 
sensibilities. Is the inability of a carrot to cry 
murder any excuse for eating it? : 
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Over in Illinois a fast-moving cleanup on 
gambling has the green light as the Governor 
ignores the signal. 
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Communist Over-Confidence ? 

The public appeal of the Archbishop of 
Prague, Msgr. Josef Beran, to the: Communist- 
dominated Czech Government in hehalf of the 
rights of the church makes one ‘wonder whether 
the Reds are not planting the seeds of trouble 
for themselves in Catholic countries like Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland. 

In a letter read in all the pulpits of his arch- 
diocese, Msgr. Beran, in effect, warned the state 
to attend to its affairs and not to interfere in 
matters ecclesiastical. The chief friction be- 
tween the two is the state’s program for taking 
over the parochial schools. Certainly, ‘Catholics 
in Czechoslovakia and elsewhere have the right 
to send their children to schools of their own 
choosing. 

The religious convictions of these people have 
roots which go much deeper than those of any 
At least in 
the beginning, the Reds recognized this -fact in 
Poland. Such recognition seems to be absent in 


. Prague, and it now-seems to be slipping into the 


background in Warsaw. A tough showdown 
with the church in either country would go a 
long way toward loosening the Communist grip 
on their governments. 

Are the Reds so over-confident that they are 
willing to ignore this? 
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Berlin’s Communists mean to practice democ- 
racy if they have to strong-arm every duly- 
elected office-holder out of the city hall to do it.

In his surprising statement last week, Prime 
Minister Attlee based his delay in accepting the 
French bid for federation on the difficulties of 
reconciling Britain’s membership in the British 
Commonwealth with membership in a European 
union. Admittedly, this poses some problems. 
But they are softened by the fact that the out- 
lying Commonwealths have as a whole shown 
themselves favorable to the idea of a European 
federation. 

Like the United States, they would like to see 
Western Europe unite for its own pacification 
and defense.. They would like to be freed of 
the recurrent obligation to raise forces to fight 
in European wars which could be prevented, or 
at least be made less likely, by European 
consolidation. 

The Empire preference trade treaties are not 
necessarily a bar to British membership in a 
European federation. Canada has long had its 
separate reciprocal trade treaty with the United 
States, without impairing its membership in the 
Empire preference bloc. 

Australia and New Zealand, it will be remem- 
bered, were years in advance of the Mother 
Country in favoring measures to restrain Axis 
aggression. Prime Minister Chifley of Australia 
or Prime Minister Fraser of New Zealand would 
serve a great cause if in similar fashion they 
now urged upon Britain the obligation not to 
hold back but to play her natural role toward 
unifying Europe. 
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Bad Sportsmanship 

Rotten eggs and tomatoes are North Carolina's 
answer to Henry Wallace. This in the tradition- 
ally courteous and hospitable South. We feel 
sure that there are many citizens in Greensboro, 
Burlington and Durham who deplore these out- 
bursts of hooliganism, but apparently the police 
are unable or unwilling to see that Mr. Wallace 
is protected in his right to speak without suffer- 
ing indignities. One of America’s finest quali- 
ties, good sportsmanship, is sadly lacking in cer- 
tain elements in the Tarhéel state. 


An Explanation 

In the letter column today, we are charged 
with inconsistency by a Democratic county chair- 
man. 
system. We mean by that two dominant parties. 
It is true also that we protested against the 
action of the Missouri Secretary of State in 
ruling the Progressive party off the ballot. If 
this is inconsistency, we plead guilty. 

However, to favor the two-party system is not 
to connive at invalidating the election laws. 
Those laws permit minority parties, under prop- 
er conditions, to be represented on the ballot. 
We said, and we repeat, that the refusal of the 
Secretary of State to permit people to vote for 
the Progressive party, if they wish, is unjusti- 
fied. 

It is one thing to favor a two-party system 
and quite another to freeze the two major par- 
ties now existing. If that had been the case, the 
Republican party would not now exist and Abra- 
ham Lincoln would not have been elected Pres- 
ident. Under a two-party system, there nfust al- 
ways be room for the rise of new parties. There 
must always be opportunity for political fer- 
ment, 

There are many who believe that there should 
be a realignment of the two major parties along 
the lines of the two major parties in England; 
that is, one party that is conservative and an- 
other that, for want of a better word, is liberal. 
Just as the Labor party in England supplanted 
the old Liberal party, so it may be that one of 
our major parties,;may be supplanted. 

To ban the formation of new parties would 
ossify our public life and discourage the nur- 
ture of new political ideas. The danger to the 
two-party system is not the right to create new 
parties, but, as we tried to make clear in pre- 
vious editorials, the system of proportional rep- 
resentation which has been the curse of Euro- 
pean parliamentarianism. That system inevitably 
leads to a multi-party arrangement and those 
well-meaning people who advocate it for the 
United States should become aware of its dan- 
gers. 
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Bakewell’s “Operation Housing”

Our Lonely Ordeal of Power. 


From a Recent Address by Mark Ethridge, Publisher of the 
Courier-Journal, at Harvard University 


In his remarkable book, “Our Plundered 
Planet,” Fairfield Osborn tells of the dead 
cities of northern Syria which stand stark 
upon their rock foundations. There is some- 
thing in the image of those cities which we 
of the United States may ponder. We, too, 
stand stark and alone upon a summit-—the 
summit of power. 

We are the trustees of both the physical 
and ideological forces of Western civiliza- 
tion. After the first World War, we had 
the strength, but neither the will nor the 
urge to lead, History 
will record, perhaps, 
that we, more than 
any other nation or 
even more than any 
dictator, were re- 
sponsible for World 
War II because we 
did, in the ’20s, abdi- 
cate an international 
responsibility. 

We are not only 
the spiritual inheri- 
tors of all of our Mark Ethridge 
civilization’s past, its trustee of the pres- 
ent, but also the reluctant architects of 
its future. This precious trusteeship is no 
justification for vainglory. On the con- 
trary, it should send us into the wilderness 
to pray. For we are not the products of 
our own bootstraps. 


Two Kinds of Force 


It is not enough for us to flex our muscles 
and give the Tarzan call because we are 
the strongest of the earth. We must real- 
ize that we are dealing with not one, but 
two explosive fdrces, physical strength and 
ideas. — 

I do not know which is the more explo- 
sive, but I think the better case may be 
made for an idea. Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki were laid in ruins, but our Revolu- 
tion set off a greater force in the world, 

The American Revolution emboldened 
men everywhere to translate into protest 
and even revolution ideas which in many 
cases were even more advanced than ours. 
Ifs echoes shook down the walls of the 
Bastille and created an equalitarian gov- 
ernment. It stirred the minds of so many 
in England that Pitt was frightened into 
writing a royal proclamation outlawing se- 
ditious writings. Indeed, the British crown 
may have been saved by Napoleon’s seizure 
of power jn France. 


Chain Reactions of Ideas 


The flame flickered in the Old World but 
burst into a roaring fire in the Southern 
continent of the Western Hemisphere, 
Twenty-one of our neighbors threw off the 
shackles of Portugal and Spain. 

A few times since then we have set off 
other chain reactions of ideas, as when 
Lincoln gave great impetus to the move- 
ment for the abolition of human slavery; 
or when Wilson captivated the world with 
the hope that it might be freed of the curse 
of war; or when Roosevelt amended the 
tenets of liberalism to include freedom 
from want ag a right of man, | 

This is an argument for the strength of 
the intangible against the strength ot 
things we can see and feel. It is an at- 
tempt to suggest that if, in the beginning 
of our country, when we were without 


‘strength or léadership, our little candle 
. lighted a world, what we do and say now 
has vastly greater implications because the - 


‘world must of necessity wait upon what we 


say and upon ofr mood to accept or de- come 


| ‘fault oaf responsibility In this new era, 


Unfortunately, I do not think we have 
made up our minds which we shall do. 
There is an instinctive feeling of our inade- 
quate moral and intellectual preparedness 
for world responsibility. That instinctive 
feeling is reflected in the sharp political 
divisions which afflict us. They are part of 
wrestling with our souls to determine 
which way we shall go and who shall lead. 

Just as the war created political vacuums, 
it created with us a moral vacuum that has 
not been filled. There are no Tom Paines 
or Jeffersons. There is no Lincoln. There 
is no Teddy Roosevelt. There is no Wilson. 
There is no Franklin Roosevelt. 


Great Followérs, Great Leaders 


It is natural to want a leader in times of 
crisis, but are we merely to take our want- 
ing out in pining? Are we so poor in mind 
and so weak in will that we must resign 
ourselves to confusion and frustration, sit 
upon our haunches and wait upon new tab- 
lets from Sinai? There are perhaps some 
warnings in our history againat that. 

American leaders have usually expressed 
the will and desires of the people rather 
than running too far ahead of them. Most 
of our great Presidents have been some- 
what behind, rather than ahead of popylar 
feeling and thinking. 

We have such a situation now, If our 
leadership seems weak, it is perhaps be- 
cause our national mind is flabby. When 
we have come to some conclusion about 
where we want America to go, perhaps we 
shall raise up a new leader in our own 
image, which I am eonvinced is a better 
image than our diplomatic and political 
leaders are now giving to the world. 

We have the reins of power but we are 
riding in all directions. Until we know 
what we really are and what we want to be 
as a nation, we cannot expect others to 
follow. What is the American way? 


A Sense of Purpose 


Special interest groups would have us be- 
lieve that the philosophy of America is 
purely materialistic. That idea, used in 
Russian propaganda, has already done us 
too much harm throughout the world. 

We must have goods, we must have pro- 
duction, but we must not let the philosophy 
of business dominate American life or 
American policy. Nor must we let the 
philosophy of labor unionism or the Farm 
Bureau or any other special interest be our 


guide, What I am saying is that Americans | 


must go before the world with character 
such as the British nobly illustrated in their 
“finest hour” and with a sure sense of 
what they are and where they want them- 
selves and the world to go. 

The Russians think they have a dynamic 
that will defeat us because we have none. 
We have one as old as the aspirations of 
man toa be something more than an animal, 
or a serf or a slave, but it must be given 
expression if it is to be a weapon for us.

Between | Book Ends 
Why Latin  Neliens Need Help 


LATIN AMERICA: CONTINENT IN CRISIS, by Ray 
Josephs. (Random House, New York, $4.50.) 


Ray Josephs is a good reporter and he 
has written a useful journalistic study of 
Latin America. The form of this book is a 
diary. The first entry is dated June 4, 1947, 
end the last, June 4, 1948. This form was 
chosen, he explains, “simply to enable read- 
ers to know the approximate accurate situ- 
ation at least at the time it was recorded.” 

This, of course, is one of the book’s 
weaknesses, It is too timely. Like much 
writing in the daily newspapers it is a 
collection of reports on current “situa- 
tions” rather than a thorough background- 
ing of lasting usefulness. The book suffers 
from an additional weakness in that 
Josephs has chosen to write in a style 
which he probably regards as “terse,” but. 
which is actually a kind of semi-cablese—- 
a word-saving device sometimes used in 
cabled news dispatches to save tolls—rather 
than the English language as some of us 
prefer it. 

These weaknesses, however, are not too 
serious, What Josephs has done is to round 
up a vast store of information about Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic and Curacao, 
Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, Bo- 
livia, Chile, Uruguay, Argentina and Brazil 
which certainly gives most readers a new 
insight into Latin American problems. In 
an “Epilogue,” Josephs then sums wp. 

“Latin America’s major headache is eco- 
nomic, For the most part, the countries 
below the Rio Grande are only now emerz- 
ing from their Middle Ages. . .. Economic 
backwardness has marked every related 
field. Transport was usually developed 
only to move exportable products from in- 
land sources to ports. ... Three-quarters 
of the people in most countries are unable 
to read or write... . Less than 10 per cent 
of the population still controls 90 per cent 
of the wealth.... 

“Three groups benefited. The Church, 
whose power Norteamericanos often for- 
get. The armies whose permanent officer 
groups have long bred a tradition of vio- 
lent overthrow. . .. And the wealthy, who 
joined hands with both.” 

Two special considerations deserve 
mention. Joseph’s chapter on Argentina 
is exceptionally good, 
and gives no clean 
bill of health . to 
Peron. “The Govern- 
ment has learned its 
lesson and found a 
new way to impress 
the world,” says Jo- 
sephs, “But in essence 
he (Peron) is follow- 
ing the same pattern’ 
as Hitler and Musso- 
lini — only refined,, 
polished, adroit, and’ 
apt to fool the out- 
side world.”

Ray Josephs fooled, apparently, is 
the State Department. In our eagerness to’ 

“fight Communism,” says Josephs, “the, 
United States seems to prefer reactionaries’ 
while ignoring the democratic peoples who 
could be genuine Good Neighbors.” 

Despite Secretary of State Marshall’s 
statement that the Communists were re- 
sponsible for the riots in Bogota, Colombia, 
during the Pan American Conference last 
spring, Josephs disagrees. Communism, he 
says, is really important only in Cuba. 

The big problem of Latin America is one 
of economic and industrial backwardness. 
“Uniess we aid them develop industrializa- 
tion, tackle their ignorance and ijliteracy, 
poverty and fllness, their own position and 
ours will become progressively worse,” says 
Josephs. Interdependence in the hemisphere 
is increasing, as is Latin American ill will 
toward the United States.

7 STOGK EXCHANGES 


‘In Talking Stage,’ Says Vice 
President of Detroit Mart— 
St. Louis Included. 
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Plans for a merger of seven 
city steck exchanges, including 
that in St. Louis, to form a mid- 
western exchange are bejng stud- 
ied, but the plan is “still in the 
talking stage,” John O. MacFar- 
lane, vice president of the Detroit 
Stock Exchange, said today. 

The proposed merger, which 
would need the approval of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, includes, besides St. Louis, 
the exchanges in Detroit, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Minneapolis 
and New Orleans. Their combined 
annual operations were estimated 
at more than $200,000,000. 

James E. Day, president of the 
Chicago exchange, said it is “not 
our thought to compete with the 
New York Stock Exchange,” but 
“if the plan works out we would 
be able to develop one healthy, 
vigorous exchange for the Middle 
West and South.” ; 

Richard <A. Gottron, president 
of the Cleveland exchange, said 
that if the plan goes’ <nrough, 
virtually all stocks listed on the 
several regional exchanges would 
be transferred to the new board, 
with the result that there prob- 
ably would be 250 to 300 good 
trading issues, including about 
100 issues also listed in New York. 

Each division of the new ex- 
change would be connected by 
fast two-way wire service to the 
central trading floor and each 
city division would have its own 
clearing department, Gottron said. 
In this way, all sales could be 
delivered so that no shipment of 
securities would be required on 
the part of the member firms 
and every member would be able 
to make a 100 per cent commis- 
sion on a sale, less only its floor 
brokerage fee. 

The Chicago exchange, with an 
annual business of $120,000,000, 
would be the logical headquarters 
for the Midwest organizations, it 
was said. It would specialize in 
stocks of corporations and com- 
panies and in municipal issues in 
the central region. 

A meeting of the heads of the 
various city exchanges has been 
scheduled for late next month in 
Chicago to discuss the plan.

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I AM ALWAYS a little puzzled when a radio 
voice tells me that it is 12 o’clock “Bulova watch 
time.” What is the difference between Bulova 
watch time and just ordinary time? Isn’t it 12 
o'clock any time? Or did the Bulova watch 
people make some kind of a deal with the 12 
o'clock people, so that they get exclusive rights 
to 12 o’clock? I’ve got a lot of worries, you can 
see that. 

For that matter, I don’t understand a darned 
thing about radio. I don’t understand how the 
big companies got hold of the popular wave 
lengths in the first place; I don’t know why one 
wave length is more popular than another; I 
don’t really know what a wave length is or how 
it works. I have just a general feeling that the

AS FOR TELEVISION, I am about to haul off 
and make a prediction, and if I turn out to be 
wrong, I'll claim that John Crosby wrote this 
piece and signed my name to it. I think that 
television is the most remarkable invention ever 
hatched out by the mind of man, and that in 
achieving it the world of modern science has 
out-invented itself. I think that television is 
superb for certain sporting events and an oc- 
casional political convention—an hour or so of 
it, perhaps—but as a purveyer of general enter- 
tainment I think it will fail. Sooner or later it 
will bump up against the age-old problem of 
show business: to wit, the quality of the jokes. 
(“Jokes” is a generic word, of course, that means 
everything from Mutt and Jeff to Hamlet.) Then 
too, entertainment is always at its best when ab- 
sorbed en masse. One of its basic ingredients is 
the audience, and without the audience the en- 
joyment of any given motion picture, vaudeville 
act or whatnot is reduced immeasurably. I con- 
cede that the presentation of entertainment on 
television will become more expert, but with 
those twin obstacles to lick I don’t think it can 
ever become good enough. That’s my story. But 
perhaps I should add that when the pin was in- 
vented I’m the boy who said it would never work.

AS LONG AS I’m sitting here, let me say just 
a few words about the presentation of plays over 
the air. Mr. Crosby, a few months ago, devoted 
some space to a television broadcast of the play 
“June Moon,” written by Ring Lardner and me.

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THE EFFECTIVENESS of radio commercials 
is debated this way and that, but one young— 
matron of my acquaintance can testify that they 
make quite an impression. The woman in ques- 
tion was anxious to send her 10-year-old daugh- 
ter to a summer camp, and was duly filling out 
a questionnaire. “Religion?” it asked, and she 
was just about to write “Presbyterian” when the 
radio went into a commercial.

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MY MOST dramatic recollections of the radio 
are connected with tragedy.

THE BROAD A AND CULTURE. 


S I have pointed out, there is 
Aw truth whatever in the 
superstition that the broad A 
is more correct or more cultured 
than the flat A in such words as 
ask, after, dance, bath; can’t, etc. 
The myth is perpetuated by 
teachers and speech “experts” 
(usually on the staffs of what I 
call “drool schools”) who (a) do 
not know the facts of their own 
language or (b) have been migled 
by the ambiguous symbols in 
Merriam Webster's or Funk and 
Wagnalls, and their imitators. 

The broad A in all the words 
is definitely .obsolete in America 
as a whole, and it is rapidly dis- 
appearing in New England. 

Despite this fact, which is sup- 
ported by highest American au- 
thority, some teachers and speech 
“experts” place the natural and 
standard flat A in the same Cate- 
gory as eating peas with your 
knife. 

For example, a certain Holly- 
wood speech teacher in a prom- 
inent dramatic school advocates 
the broad A to the point of fa- 
naticism, In her book on speech, 
she declares emphatically, and 
entirely erroneously, that the flat 
“a” is “incorrect” in such words 
as bath, staff, last, dance (page 
160). 

She gives these sentences as 
drill material in teaching her stu- 
dents to eliminate the “incorrect” 
flat “a” (my phonetics): 

“The mahster lahghed at his 
stahff because they ahsked for ad- 
vahncement ahfter the lahst se- 
mester had pahssed. A cahf (calf) 
was hahf hidden in the tall grahss 
that grew on the pahthway lead- 
ing up the cahstle (castle).” 

Of course, they won’t put you 
in jail for speaking like that. But 
reed the sentences aloud and... 
oh, well, you. know what I mean. 

The broad A (or half-broad A 
typical of New England) is simply 
a localism. It has no more to do 
with culture, refinement, educa- 
tion, social standing, or—get this 
Hollywood — acting ability, than 
the color of one’s eyes or the 
shape of one’s nose. 

Nothing is so ridiculous as per- 
sons who affect an agonized 
speech pattern in the belief that 
it is a demonstration of elegance.

But here in the late president’s 
own home village of Hyde Park, 
which nestles in quiet security 
and not a little smugness above 
the Hudson river, one finds a 
curious sentiment. Many villagers 
resented Roosevelt during his 
lifetime, and they still resent him. 

An associate of Elliott Roose- 
velt, who is operating the family 
farm here, makes a significant 
observation, He says there are 
two kinds of Roosevelt-haters, 
those in Dutchess county and 
those outside. 

The ones outside are obvious 
enough. But the home-town 
Roosevelt haters are a complex 
psychological study. Maybe they . 
are living up to an act. Maybe 
their resentment is a little dif- 
ferent because they knew Roose- 
velt when he was just another 
of the many Hudson river squires. 

One thing is certain. There are 
still many townfolk in Hyde 
Park who nurse a malignant dis. 
like for the man, who for the last 
three and a half years has been 
lying under -a granite slab at the 
Roosevelt shrine, two miles south 
of the village, on the Albany Post 
road, 

Meanwhile, Roosevelt’s home 
overlooking the Hudson and his 
grave have become a great Amer- 
ican shrine. Between 25,000 and 
30,000 people a month make a 
pilgrimage to the Roosevelt es- 
tate. 

Famous in its own right, the 
Roosevelt Memorial Library, 
which is situated on the estate 
and which houses the Roosevelt 

apers, promises to become the 
ocal point for historical research 
into the New Déal era. 

It is already a strong magnet 
for historians, as well as for 
tourists and pilgrims to the 
Roosevelt home and grave. 

Many but not all the pilgrims 
to the Roosevelt shrine come from 
New York City, a little more than 
60 miles away. As many as 20 to 
30 special busloads of people come 
on some days.

South’s leap to- a diamonds 


was totally unjustified, since he 
could’ not count on his, partner 
for anything in addition to what 
North actually put down. It must 
be admitted, however, that in the 
play South redeemed himself. 

West opened the heart king, 
and without the slightest hesita- 
tion, South ducked. Gratified at 
holding the trick, and probably 
encouraged by his partner’s heart 
nine, West unthinkingly followed 
up with the heart queen. Natur- 
ally enough, South did not hold 
up again—he took the trick and 
promptly laid down every one of 
his seven trumps, disqarding two 
spades, one heart and three clubs 
from the dummy. 

East’ was in no trouble until 
the last trump was cashed, but 
then his difficulty became acute 
indeed. At this point, declarer’s 
holding was the A-J of spades, 4 
low heart and the club ten, while 
dummy had a spade and the A-K-9 
of clubs. East could be quite sure 
that he would have to guard his 
club queen, and therefore, hoping 
that his partner had the jack of 
spades, he correctly blanked his 
spade king. 

Having seen East discard the 
spade ‘queen, South now laid down 
the ace of that suit, and was’ 
highly gratified to drop the king. 


‘He cashed the spade jack, then 


collected two club tricks to score 
up the small slam. 

If South had hesitated for a 
long time at the first trick, West 
might have caught onto the fact 
ths the heart continuation would 
be almost the worst play he could 
make; adjusting the timing so that 
declarer could execute a squeeze. 
An immediate shift by West to 
clubs would have stopped South 
dead in his tracks. 
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
